5. New Business 
ae Control of Visitor Traffic. [—=~*Yd‘S 25X1 
25X1 (substituting for [___] OS, who was unable to attend this 


meeting) presented a proposal to the FAC for the control of 
visitor traffic. OS is suggesting a follow-the-line concept 
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to keep visitors, taxis, etc. in approved areas of the com- 
pound. A line 4" wide would be painted down the middle of 
the perimeter roads, a different color leading to the front 
entrance and each of the visitor parking lots. The Commis- 
sion expressed a preference for reliance on signs (perhaps 
color-coded) rather than street markings, but did approve 
colored markings on the pavement in North Parking to simplify 
jdentification of spaces reserved for visitors. If signs 
won't work for the other directional purposes, the Commission 
will consider having colored arrows painted on the streets. 


b. Incentive Awards Bulletin Board. Mr. Johnson 
reported thatL _] Chief of the Incentive Awards 
Branch, will be asking the FAC for assistance and suggestions 
to redesign their bulletin board into a more attractive dis- 


play. He will attend the next meeting of the FAC. (U) 


os Agency Seal Medallion. The Commission agreed to 
Mr. Johnson's proposal that a request be submitted for an 
Agency Seal Medallion to be awarded to Vincent Melzac in 
accordance with LL which states that the medallion 
may be awarded to a private citizen who has made a signifi- 
cant contribution to the Agency. (U)
